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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive; In 
response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon 
which applicant relies (i.e., color gradation in an area wherein the color intensity incrementally changes from an area of higher intensity to 
an area of lower intensity) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
With reference to the applicant's argument that the permanent graphic cannot function as a wetness indicator, the examiner also 
disagrees. The applicant refers to col. 3, lines 24 - 29 for the definition of a permanent character graphic, which the examiner also refers 
to. The section states that there is no substantial change in visibility. This does not suggest that there is no change, but that the change 
is minimal. Nonetheless, there is a change in response to urine as supported by lines 29 - 54 of col. 3. Lines 51 - 54 also state that the 
graphic may be configured so that the entire graphic does not substantially change, which suggests that some portions may be allowed to 
change while other portions have substantially no change. The applicant's argument with respect to claim 20 is not persuasive because 
the applicant refers to a color gradation that is printed with permanent ink, but relies on the definition of a permanent graphic to argue the 
rejection. The examiner maintains the rejection of claim 20 as well as claims 15 and 23-24 based on the response provided by the 
examienr in the response to arguments section in the Final Rejection. 
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
